FREE COINAGE. 


There ia an eviduru purpose on the pait 


Of th» present Congress, in responso to the 
popular demand, to adopt a free coiaege 
measure. Th» Silver bill of the last session 
had the effect to advance tho price of silver, 
but the white metal was made a speculative 
football, not only here bat abroad, with tV 
inevitable result of being depressed in price 
as the spoonlatorg found it to their advan- 
tage to reduce it, 


What is needed, and what Congress in- 


tends to accomplish, says the S. F. Call, is 
the adoption of a genuine bimatellio finan- 
cial policy—that ia, the free admission to 
the mints of the United States of both gold 
and silver at a fixad ratio to each, other, 
•with the provision that the coins made ot 
each metal »h(tU be a full legal tender for 
all debts, public and private, This ie 
bimetallism in the true aenne ot the term 
and bitnetalliHm is in effect the same thing 
as free coinage. 


There are some matters of detail em- 


braced within the term "free coinage" 
which will demand consideration on tin 
part of OoBgreie. The recent idea of bi- 
metallism does not insist strenuously upoi 
all the bullion which i» tiken to the mints 
being coined. Thero ara two points of 
objection rnised to such coinage—the irn 
possibility of the mints doing all thQ re- 
quired coinage work and the abrasion o' 
met»llio monsy, its difficulty of transporta 
tion and some other minor objections. Ti 
meat these the advocates of fr«e coinage. 
or the greater portion of them, consent tbut 
eirtifioaUs may be issued in lien of tbe 
metallic coins, and to have nil tha attri- 
butes of the coins thamBelvoa, it being 
•understood that the mints shall coin enoug) 
to meet the demand for mttalho currency. 


Such certificates and tha metallic mone^ 


coined would expand tho currency to just 
what it would be were all the bulhon aeln- 
ally coined and put into circulation, and 
there seems to bo no valid objaction to th' 
issuance of gold and silver certificates on 
•uoh a basis. 


The obvious result of the adoption of 


free coinage will be to bring silver up to » 
parity of value with gold; and here it ma; 
be well to say that the danger of havU^ 
silver anloaded on us from Earope is pureh 
imaginary. Tha nations of that country 
oannot take its overvalued silver coinagt 
out of circulation and unload it upon tht 
United States; and even if it could sparf 
itl silver coinage, the difference in standard 
—15% to 1 there, as against 16 to 1 h«re- 
wonld be an insuperable barrier against thi 
transfer of the silver. 


No more beneficial "measure can be 


adopted by Congress than a free coinagf 
bill. 
A' number of such b'lls have beer 


introduced, differing somewhat in detail 
and the best and simplest one will prob&bh 
be selected and passed without unnecessary 
delay.

TandeTer's Irrigation bill, introduced in 


the House last Monday, has some features 
that need scrutiny. lu transferring arii 
land* abd catchment areas to the respectwf 
States and Territories, it is provided thot 
irrigation districts may grant to persons or j 
corporations the right and impose upon 
them the 
duty of supplying water foi ; 


twenty-seven years, after which their work? 
shall become the property of the districts. 
Twenty-seven years is nearly a generation, 
and, the farmer taking land in such a dis- 
trict would practically become dependent 
during his lifetime upon corporate water 
supply. The success of communities in the 
United States in regulating the charges pf 
corporations engaged in supplying public 
conveniencts has not been so flattering as 
to warrant great confidence in low watei 
mtes «odnr the proposed system. The fact 
that the right exists for twenty-seven years 
will induce such corporations to charge 
enough to pay them principal and interest 
in that lime. 


It is alao provided that a State or Terri- 


tory may dispose of inigable lands to 
actual settlers, but no restriction ia put 
upon the size o! holdings, or upon the 
definition of the term "actual Battlers." 
Experience shows that under State control 
these matters have often been construed 
very liberally. i.a the section reads it 
might become possible for capitalists to get 
hold of "these lands lor a song, hftvn the 
purchase price, in accordance with the 
provisions of the bill, expended in con- 
structing irrigation works, and thus become 
holders of very v«.luuMe land and water- 
righti to rent tobona fide settlers with little 
or no expense to themselves except the low 
price puid to this State for title. 


It is considered possible that an Irriga- 


tion bill may be passed this Winter. Be- 
fore taking any final action Congress should 
carefully •otutiniza aud, if 
necessary, 


amend any section which leave* a loop-hole 
through which the land aud water monop- 
olists may crawl through. Le can work 
oat a very small hole big enough for his 
purpose.

Purnell's Tactics. 


A member of Parliament writing to the 


press saja a rather curious turn of affairs 
liai taken place in connection with the 
Paruell orisia. 
One of his supporters 


(Clancy) introduced an amendment pledg- 
ing the party not to accept »uy scheme of 
Uome rule which did not give the Irish 
Parliament control over constabulary, ju- 
lioiary and land matter*. It was intimated 
that if this resolution were adopted Par- 
aell would reconsider hi» position. The 
meeting, having heard Clancy's statement, 
idjourned without much further discussion 
till 12 o'clock to-morrow. 


Several members of the party give me to 


understand that in their opinion this will 
'ead to a compromise. Pornell, they i»y, 
IB becoming more amenable, but hii friends 
»re far too well satisfied and confident to 
allow of the supposition that he proposes 
to make any important changes. If the 
party passes Clancy's lesolution Parnell 
will have got them all pledged bard and 
fast against Gladstone's new scheme. That 
•t any rate means death to (lladstone's 
hopes. Parnell could then go to Ireland 
and declare that, .having defeated an in- 
sidious attempt on Irish nationality and 
integrity, he proposed to withdraw for a 
time from the leadership. 


He well knows that there would imme- 


diately spring up a cij that people could 
not trust Saxton or Hea'y, and that Par- 
a«ll, who brought to light the trsaehery ol 
',he Liberals, must remain at the hand o: 
the party to guard against it. 


Ia the face of such a cry as this no one 


•ould stand for twenty-four hours against 


him. 
He would bave made a counterfeit 


retreat merely to render his would-be sue 
oessors ridiculous and discredited. 


Senator Bte-wart's Free-Coinage Bill. 


Senator Stewart introduced a bill for the 


free and unlimited use of silver as money. 
It amends the first section of the present 
Ian by repealing the clause limiting the 
purchase of bullion, and requires the Sec- 
retary to purohaso all the silver bullion of 
feted at prices not exceeding $1 for 
371.25-100 grains of pure silver. It also 
amends the third section by requiring the 
Secretary to coin at least 2,000,000 ounces 
per month after the 1st of July sext and as 
much more as is necessary to redeem the 
Treasury notes issued in the purchase of 
bullion.
